Washington, Feb. 4.—Award of con- 


gressional medals of honor, the highest 
American military decoration two ot- 
licers and 19 enlisted men of the army 
in France, was announced today by the 
war department. 
Only three of the 


medals had been awarded, previously for 
service in the great war. 
All awards were upon recommendation 


by General Pershing. 
By act of con- 


gress the medal can be given only for 
-conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity 
above and beyond the call of duty in 
action." 
Many distinguished service crosses for 


gallantry in action, and distinguished 
service medals given for conspicuous 
service of any character in connection 
with the army, have been awarded here- 
tofore but the wearers of the medal 
of honor constitute a special roll of 
honor. It carries with it gratities and 
certain privileges. 
The cross and distinguished service 


medal can be awarded by any independ- 
ent commander in the field. The medal 
of honor is given by the secretary of 
war on the recommendation of the mil- 
itary commanders each recommendation 
being reviewed by a. board of officers 
to make certain that an unusual act of 
heroism is commemorated. 
Captain Marcellus H. Chnes (deceased), 


Denver, Coloi, 356th infantry, who led 
the battalion he commanded forward 
against a machine .gun cross-fire wad- 
ing waist-deep across a stream to reach 
the enemy and crawling on his hands 
to follow. 
He died of his wounds. 
Privates Jesse N. Funk, Calahan, 


Colo., and Charles D. Barger, Stotts 
City, Ho.. Company ~L>, 354th Infantry, 
for rescuing, wounded 500 yards in 
front of the American line, making two 
trips as stretcher-bearers under machine 
gun fire. 
Sergeant Reider Waalker, no address. 


'Company A, 105th machine gun. battal- 
ion, for rescuing two wounded men from 
a burning tank, under artillery and ma-, 
chine gan fire. • .- 
Sergeants Alan Louis Bggers, Sum- 
mit, N. J., 107th Infantry, and John 
Cridland Latham, next of kin, residing 
at Westmoreland, England, machine 
gun company, 107th infantry ,and Cor- 
poral Thomas E. O'Shea, Summit, N. 
J., for rescuing an officer and two men 
from a damaged American tank and by 
means of the machine gun from the 
tank standing off the enemy all day 
from a shell-hole within the enemy 
lines. Corporal O'Shea died of wounds. 


Sergeant James I. Mestrovitch. Fres- 
no. Cal., Company C, lllth infantry, for 
rescuting his wounded company com- 
mander, 30 yards in front of the line. 
He has died since. 


Private Frank Gaffney, Lockport, X. 


Y., Company G, 108th infantry, for 
going forward with an automatic rifle 
when all other members of his squad 
had been killed, attacking and capturing 
an enemy machine gun, killing the 
crew, bombing several dugouts and kill- 
ing four of the enemy with pistol fire. 


Sergeant Harold I. Johnson, Denver, 
and Private David E. Barkeley, San 
Antonio, Tex.. Company A. 356th in- 
fantry, for swimming the river Mouse 
to obtain information as to the enemy's 
position on the opposite side.

awoke to find transportation hampered

3y day- 
break the streets were well filled with 
men and women walking from the sub- 
urbs, and the buses, when they started 
at seven o'clock, were crowded.

everyone 
carried 
a. tube 


striker, who was urging the girl con- 
ductors to strike. 
The strike of the waiters in the west 
end hotels has been only partially suc- 
cessful. 
While some waiters remained 
at their tasks, many failed to appear 
this morning. Breakfasts were served 
after a fashion, however, and hotel men 
declare they will fight the strike and 
that they 
are 
now recruiting new 


forces 
Thousands 
of 
Londoners 
wno be- 
cause of the shortage of domestic help 
during 
the war 
had become 
hotel 
dwellers, either went without breakfast 
this morning or were compelled to be 
satisfied with a cup of tea or coffee and 
a slice of bread. 
This situation was 
the result of the strike of the hotel 
workers which has partly broken up 
the kitchen staffs and the table service 
in the large hotels of the west end of 
the city. 
The kitchen staffs which are largely 
made up of 
foreigners, 
demand an 


eight-hour day and u twenty five per 
cent increase in wages. The waiters 
demand the abolition of the system 
under which their tips are pooled and 
divided, with a commission on the tak- 
ings deducted. 
They also demand a 


minimum wage of $2 weekly for worn 
en and $3 for men. The smaller Tiolels 
were able to attend to their permanent

He is, therefore, concentrating his at- 
tention upon that work. 
While less 


than two weeks remain before the date 
set for his return to Washington, it is 
still regarded as within the range of 
possibility for the great project, not 
only to be reported from the commission 
but also for the peace conference in 
plenary sessions to raitfy the plan and 
thus put it fairly in the way to be reg- 
istered in treaty form within the time 
limit. 
This would make a record for 


international conferences, but the Paris 
gathering already has done that in sev- 
eral instances. 


There is a growing feeling here that 


the treaty of peace should be speedily 
perfected, now that the principle of the 
society o/ nations and many of the de- 
tails of its construction have been

"Washington, 
Feb. 4.- — Thousands of 


claims for additional pay by discharged 
soldiers whose records were complete 
at the time they were mustered out, 
may be settled speedily by the war de- 
partment under a ruling today by the 
comptroller • of the treasury to the ef- 
fect that these claims are to be read- 
justed without -passing 
through the 
usual complicated 
auditing channels. 


The director of finance of the war de- 
partment was authorized to adjust the 
claims when a construction of the law 
is not involved and the soldier's right 
is clearly defined. 
More than 8.00(1 of these claims, some 


of them four months delayed are on 
file with the auditor of the war de- 
partment. and many others are in the 
hands of 
the 
director 
of 
finance, 


Hundreds of complaints have been re- 
ceived from officers and men charging 
that pay of compensation for expenses 
was withheld unjustly. It was explain- 
ed today that when a soldier is dis- 
charged," in some cases he is given only 
partial pay. owing to the absence of 
records showing the exact amount to 
which he is entitled. Later these rec- 
ords become available, but the addi- 
tional payment is not made until the 
voucher for pp.rt pay cashed l>y the
